LETTER FROM KOSSUTH. 


Lonpon, Noy. 2, 1855. 
To rae Eprrors or Tas INDEPENDENT: 

Sirs :—Although the ratifications of the Concor- 
dat recently concluded between the Pope and Fran- 
ois Joseph of Austria, were exchanged on the 
2Tth of September lst, the official publication is 
likely to be delayed until December next, it being 
oustomary to have such transactions first notified 
by the Pope to the Holy College of Cardinals, in 
full consistory assembled, which cannot be held 
earlier than in December. It is reported that the 
Pope desires in this instance to give to the notifi- 
cation of his triumph all the “pomp and circum- 
stance ’’ of a furmal allocution; calculated to trans- 
form into an exultation of unprecedented victory,the 
little sorrows at recent partial reverses in Spain, 
Piedmont, Switzerland, and even Naples. Because 
tis a fact curiously reflecting on the unparalleled 
atolidity of Francis Joseph of Austria, that while 
he goes so far as perfectly to destroy civil authority 
in his States, King Bomba himseif, brutal and 
bigoted asj he 1s, and in nominal dependency upon 
the Roman See besides, even with regard to his 
own investiture, still has dared not to submit to the 
boundless arrogance of the Jesuits. Archbishop 
Bizzari, sent to Naples on an extraordinary mis- 
sion relative to the subject, was bound to return

If I be not mistaken, the same has been the case 
in Austria. With Hungary the right of “ P-aceti 
Regii” is as old as Hungary itself. Without this 
right not Francis Joseph is avy more the ruler of 
the Austrian Empire, but the Pope. A State admit- 
ting of this has lost its independent condition. It 
has become a vassal of the Vatican. 

Art. 8. Allows the right of the Bishops to com- 
municate without control with the papal chair, 
and to issue instructions and ordinances; and Art. 
8 allows the Bishops full right to punish the clergy 
who may offend against the discipline of the Church, 
and condemn to punishment those who may offend 
against the canons of the Church—while Art. 4 
authorizes the bishops to refuse to ordain those 
priests whom they may consider unworthy; as 
also to found or to divide liviogs and rectories. 

Until now in Hungary the intercourse between 
the bishops and the Roman See was held under 
the control of the government by the right of 
“supreme inspectionis circa sacra.” In case the 
government had abused this right, there was 
the Diet to redress the grievance; the bishops had 
but to present their complaints there, where be- 
sides, the bishops had seat and vote. The minor 
clergy were protected by the laws and institutions 
of the country from arbitrariness on the part of 
the bishops.. The municipal assemblies of the 
counties watched with untiring attention over the 
maintenance of the constitutional rights and the 
persenal security of every citizen, whether clerical 
or laical. Tho priests were members of those as- 
semblies, as before 1848 every nobleman, (priests 
had the privilege of nobility ;) with 1848 every cili- 
zen. In case of complaint against the arbitrariness 
of the bishops, the county assemblies, being the 





order the execution, made representations to the 
government, and if no redress followed, brought 
the matter under the cognizance of the Diet. What- 
ever person went through the regular instruction 
in the seminaries, and passed examination, the 
bishops could not refuse to ordain him; and the 
foundation or division of livings and rectories did 
not depend upon them. 

Now the Jus Placeti being abolished, the bishops 
are left unprotected against the arbitrariness of 
the Pope. They in their turn have full arbitrary 
power over the clergy ; they can refuse to ordain 
those whom they m-y think not fit instruments for 


Art. 15, gives / to the Emperor the privilege (the 
Pope gives! him the privilege!) of appointing to 
deaneries and rectories when there is a right of 
patronage belonging to religious and school pro- 
perty, but he must choose one of three persons 
whom the bishops shall propose. Thus even dean- 
eries and rectories, everything where there is 
money to get, passes into the hands of the bish- 
ops, and through them to the Pope. Art. 4. 
The bishops alone have the right to appoint their 
vicars and counselors. Until now the law has ap- 
pointed them in Hungary. The vicar was the 
“prepositus” of the chapter; and the counsel- 
ors were the chapter, all of them nominated by 
the government, consequently not servile tools of 
the bishops, but dignitaries of independent stand- 
ing, the whole of them acoérdinate not subordi- 
nate authority. Many a right, privilege and im- 
munity did not belong to the bishops alone, but to 
the bishop with thechapter. (Episcopus cum capi- 
tulo.) All this is now perfectly overturned ; and 
to crown the collational power of the Popes, Art 
16 declares that the Papal chair has full power to 
establish new Sees, and to make new divisions of 
those already existing.” The Emperor is admitted to 
the modest share of consenting only. Until now 
the Papal chair had absolutely no power to do any- 
thing of the kind in Hungary. 

This analysis of the articles referring to the or- 
ganization of the papal army will have proved to 
you how the machinery is meant to work for bring- 
ing all the Roman Catholic clergy of Hungary and 
Austria under an absolute dependence upon the Papal 
chair—and this, together with the regulations rela- 
tive to the monastic orders, willenable you fully to 
appreciate the danger implied ia the othsr articles, 
which I shall analyze in my next. Kossuta.

PLYMOUTH COLLECTION OF HYMNS AND 


Born of the experience of one mind, it becomes 
the unconscious record of many minds. We sang 
it perhaps the morning that our child died. We 
sang this one on that Sabbath evening when, after 
ten years, the family were once more all together. 
There be hymns that were sung while the mother 
lay a-dying; that were sung when the child, just 
converted, was filling the family with the joy of 
Christ new-born, and laid, not nowin a manger, 
but ina heart. And, thus sprung from a wondrous 
life, they lead a life yet more wonderful. When 
they first come to us they are like the single strokes 
of a bell ringing down to us from above; but, at 
length, a single hymn becomes a whole chime of 
bells, mingling and discoursing to us the harmonies 
of a life’s Christian experience. 

And oftentimes, when in the mountain country, 
far from noise and interruption, we wrought upon 
these hymns for our vacation tasks, we almost for- 
got the living world, and were lifted up by noble 
lyrics as upon mighty wings, and went back to the 
days when Ohrist sang with his disciples, when the 
disciples sang too, as in our churches they have 
almost ceased to do. Oh! but for one moment 
even, to have sat transfixed, and to have listened 
to the bymn that Christ sang and to the singing! 
But the olive trees did not hear his murmured notes 
more clearly than, rapt in imagination, we have 
heard them ! 

There, too, are the hymns of St. Ambrose and 
many others, that rose up like birds in the early 
centuries, and have come flying and singing all the 
way downtous. Their wing is untired yet, nor is 
the voice less sweet now than it was a thousand 
years ago. Though they sometimes disappeared, 
they never sank; but, as engineers for destruction 
send bombs that, rising high up in wide curves, 
overleap great spaces and drop down in a distant 
spot, so God, in times of darkness, seems to have

Tus work required to compile a large collectioa of | 
hymns no one will ever know until he has bad it to 
perform. And the longer a man labors the less | 
satisfied is he apt to be with the results. If we had | 
known, at the beginning, the task which we im- 
posed upon ourselves in attempting the Piymouth 
Collection, we should have been far less eager than 
we were. The first year or two of our work we 


caught up these hymns, spanning long periods of 
time, and letting them fall at distant eras, not for ex- 
plosion and wounding, but for healing and consola- | 
tion. 

There are crusaders’ hymns, that rolled forth their 
truths upon the oriental air, while a thousand horses’ 
hoofs kept time below, and ten thousand palm | 
leaves whispered and kept time above! Other | 
hymns, fulfilling the promise of God that his saints | 
should mount up with wings as eagles, have borne |

novel; and whatever else it may do for it, will give | 
the work distinetion from all others of the kind.

And s0 rich are these endowments that in fact he 
who has the patronage over these vast resources of 
power and wealth, bas the power over the land. 
Now the right of collation was so much main- 
' tained in absolute freedom from any interference of 
| the Pope or his satellites, that priorships, (prepos- 
jitura,) canonrics aud abbotships, (as they do not 
form a special degree in a clerical point of view) 
| Were not even subject to papal investiture ; and as 
to the bishops, if the papa! See has not been pleased 
‘with any nomination and consequently withheld 
the investiture, then the bishopric remained in 
| spiritual matters under the administration of the 
| chie! (prepositus) of the chapter, all the members 
‘of which were likewise nominated by the govern- 
iment. The bishop, however, though not agreeable 
to the Papa! See, entered on the erjoyment of 
‘all temporal benefices of the bishopric immediately 
on bis nomination. Thus it came to pass, that the 
bishops and prelates always have maintained an 
| independent spirit, they nover became mere blind 
| tools of Rome. 
| The Concordat introduces the following restric- 
tions to the right of nomination : 

Art. 12, The opinions of the Bishops of the pro- 
vince will be taken at the presentation of new 
bishops to the papal chair. (Consequently the 
bishops have the right of candidature; from their 
consent depends the presentation, but the collation 
rests with the Pope.) 

Art. 14. The principal dignitaries of the chapter 
are to be nominated by the papal chair, where 
there is no right of patronage. (In Hungary all 
the dignitaries of all the chapters have been nomin- 
ated by the government. There wasno question of 
right of patronage about them. It was a“ reserved 
right of the crown,” which is now transferred to the 
Vaticas,)

(1.) Of the 65th Psalm Watts made five versions, 
from which we selected one, leaving the others, not 
because they were not good, but because there were 
better hymns by Watts, and by others, covering the 


| Same ground. 


(2) Of the 62d P-alm Watts made but one ver- 
sion, and that one, though fair, is far below his best 
efforts. Hemay have “ foliowed hard after” David 
but certainly did not in this case overtake him. 

(3.) Of the 73d Psalm Watts made four versions. 
The two best we inserted and left the others out. 
The N. S. Presbyterian book, from which the Boan- 
gelist sings, inserted the other two versions after 
having piucked off from them six verses, 

(4 aud 5) T'wo of Watts’s versions of the 84th 


| Psaim, aod unquestionably the best, were inserted 
in Piymouth Collection. Single verses of the two 


rejected versions are admirable, but in the main 
they only reproduce in adifferent meter the substance 


| of the other versions, and fall below them in merit. 


(6.) The Leangelist, next in the list, charges that 
we have omitted Watts’s hymn, “ Glory to thee, 


| my God, this night.” This evening hy mo, dear to 


thousands of hearts, was probably written before 
Watts was born, certainly before he had written 
his psalms and hymns, by Bishop Ken, who was 
thirty-seven years old when Watts was born, and 
who died when Watts was but thirty-six years old. 
There is not, perhaps, another hymn in the lan- 
gusge which it would require such ignorance to 
ascribe to Dr, Watts. Tv make the blunder full- 
orbed, it turns out that the hymn is xot omitted 
after all from Piymouth Collection, but may be 
found at p. 416, byron 1287. 

(7.) The next omission from Watts, charged by 
the Lrangelist, is the hymn “ While my Redeemer’s 
near.” We left that hymn out from Watts because 
Dr. Watts left it out himself, not thinking it honest, 
we suppose, to insert a hymn before it was written, 
or to appropriate another author's labors as his own. 
For this hymn was written by Mra. Steele, 1 know 
not how many years after Watts’s death. How 
dearly this critic must have loved Watts! 

(8.) We are next charged with excluding from

FROM OUR FRENCH CORRESPONDENT. THE FINE ARTS. 
X—, October 16,1855. | 

G@uwritemen:—We are at last officially informed of 
the Empress’s pregnancy, and France has been lately 
invited by the Moniteur to rejoice in the hope of see 
ing, four months hence, the imperial family increased. 
The announcement has caused little emotion among 
the people, who, for the greater part, care not a straw 
whether Mre. Bonaparte is childless or no. Some, 
on hearing the bed-room news, have remembered the 
old fable of the sun and the frogs. The latter, hardly 
capable of finding any water, had reason, indeed, to 
be desolate on hearing that the sun had married and 
would soon have a family of suns. As to me, I re- 
member that fable only to emile at the simplicity of 
those who dread a tyrantjust born, or yet unborn. It 
would be a thing passing strange, indeed, in France, 
if monarch’s son were to succeed him in regular 
order. Where ie the son of Louis XVi.i What has 
happened to the baby-king of Rome? Has the son of 
Louis Philippe succeeded him? Has not the year 
1848 sent into exile the young Count of Paris} And 
Bonaparte dreams, perhaps, that his eon, if ever one 
is born, will mount after him the blood stained steps 
of the throne of December! Poor, indeed, is the sight 
of those who, with the Afoniteur, cee a pledge of seca- 
rity and permanency of the imperial institutions in 
the birth ofa child! Since the tongues have been let 
loose upon the subject, the whole imperialist clique 
has accumulated supposition upon supposition con- 
cerning the future prince—for it will and must be a 
prince, nota priccess. The Queen of England and 
Prince Albert are to be—regardless of a different faith 
—the child’s sponsora, Then, some go a little farther 
and say, though timidly, that some arrangement will 
be entered into with the Pops, in order to secure to 
the imperial baby the title of King of Rome. We will 
86e, 

Meanwhile, France is not perfectly quiet, though 
she may appearec. In many departments there isan 
uneasiness felt on account of the high price of bread, 
which, in several instances, besides that of Angers, 
has caused disturbances and riots. It has been ne- 
eessary to send troops by railroad, and in two ine 
stances, at least, there have been conflict and blood- 
shed. Yet these disturbances ought not to be taken 
as symptoms of an approaching crisis; and, unless 
Bonaparte dies, an insurrection worthy of the name 
will not eoon be seen in France. If, on one hand, 
there is no enthusiasm, no ardent love among the peo- 
ple for the empire—on the other, all those, of all 
parties except the Republicans, who are engaged in 
commercial or industrial pursuits, dread a change 
more than anything. In exciting to an unheard-of 
degree a gambling spirit in Franca, by thé advantages 
offered to the loan mongers, in permitting to be thrown 
on the market an enormous amouat of stock, of every 
kind, Bonaparte and his government have actually 
bought a large nuaber of those who otherwise might 
bave wished for or been indifferent to their downfall. 
This, however, works well for a while; but let some 
cemplication arise which will bring down lower and 
lower the public funds ;—the larger is the number of 
those who are interested in them, the more general 
will be the dissstisfaction and opposition. 

Another attempt to take the lite of Bonaparte must 
be recorded. This time it is one of the Cent Gardes 
who is reported to have attempted the fearful job. It 
is positively asserted that his majeaty was elightly 
wounded at the left arm. Nothing is said of the mur- 
derer, except that he haa disappeared. The Moniteur 
and other papers of Paris have denied the fact; but 
there hes been euch evidence of it brought to light in 
the Belgian and other foreiga newepapers, that Il am 
compelied te admit the fact as true, 

The city of Marseilles was a few days ago thrown 
into a state of great excitement. Marseilles, as you 
are perhaps aware, is a very bigoted city, and at the 
same time oneof the head quarters of the legit:mist 
party. The priestsin France, and especially in the 
south, while they loudly sing the praises of the Empe 
ror, scruple not to be in secret the agents of the legit- 
imist propaganda. The pretender, Count of Cham- 
bord, is fund of distributing frequently harmless pro- 
Clamations among his partisans, to keep up the sacred 
fire; andto acoomplish this he has mapy priests for 
his agents, I their private visita in che recesses of 
the confessional, they fiad out the devotees of legiti- 
mate monarchy, and they draw from under the large 
folds of their black soutancs the forbidden pamphlets 
Now the excitement of the fair Marseiliese was caused 
by the sudden arrest of ro less than twenty of these 
prieete, who had met together to confer upon their 
ulterior plans, and who were found possessud of a 
number of writings, emblema. etc, anything but favor- 
able to the imperial government. 
in prison, 1 doubt whether they will ba tried, for 
the government fears everything which gives publi- 
City to acts directed against it, and very often sends 
to Africa, or elsewhere, mea who are entitled to s 
trial, in order to avoid the scandal 

Yet it ia not always possible to avoid it, and we are 
having just now an inetance of that kind of 
the trial of the insurgente of Angers.

who dared to rise against the reigning tyranny, are 
eome of them at least, strange mer, 


They profess to 
believe that there is no right against right; they say 
to their judges, Wo went to artaok Angers just as ydu 
Went to attack Sevastopol; you were the evemies of 
the constitution and the rights of the people, and we 
took side with them. Wiereupon the judges, forget- 
ting that they act in public, and putting aside what- 
ever remains among us worthy of being called dignity 
of the bench, answer in a passion: You are a set of 
Villains, of thieves, of scoundrels, etc., ete; stopping 
only when they have exbansted the whole vocabulary 
of abuse and insults against those whom it is their 
businessto try. O Jeffreys, where art thou! 

The victory of Sevastopol has really puffed the heart 
of all those connected with the government, and made 
them more insolent thanever, It seems as if they had, 
every one of them, from the miniater down to the last 
policeman, stormed and taken Sevastopol. Ze Deums 
have been sung all over the country. Whenever a 
mayor or any other agent of the power has abstained 
from church on that occasion, they have received their 
dismissal. It was very amusing to read in the pro 
gramme of the Te Deum eung in Notre Dame, in Paria, 
that seats were designated in the Cathedral for the 
representatives of the Protestant churches, that is to 
say, the consistories of the Reformed and Augsburg 
churches. I am happy to be able to state that these 
bodies have not dishonored themselves by accepting 
the invitation directed to them. Had they eubmitted 
to that humiliation, it could not have been worse, in 
my epinion, than their receiving, without remark or 
remoustrance, a new and complete organization of their 
sharcher, in a proprio motu deeree of his Napoleonic 
majesty. 

Well, the Te Deum was sung without their pree- 
ence; and well they might sing for a success so dearly 
bought—a suecere which has cost two hundred and 
fifty millions of dollars and more than one hundred 
and fifty thousand men tothe victors. If only the suc- 
oees waea final one! Butno; other successes must 
ba pursued. The war is not ended; on the contrary, 
according to the Russians, it is now beginning only. 
Read the following extract of a letter from Odesse: 
‘Now we are beginning anew. Our army ie trained 
up to war—hardened. It has taken its position on 
points fortified either by nature or by art, and in the 
most healthy quarters. With the first cold daya the 
Russian soldier becomes healthy and vigorous, The 
month of October takes away from him every kind of 
sickness. Large bodies of troops are kept in reserve | 
at the gates of the Crimea; provisions and ammuni- | 
tions are abundant ; never in time of peace has the 
Russian soldier been better fed,” etc, ete. All this 


monster with ovr millions of money and our thous- 
ands of men. 

The creation of a new nobility is again epoken of as 
acertainty. The second empire would have its new 
dukes and princes and counts; and the Crimea would 
of couree furnish quite s number of titles. Each bat 
tle won, each town conquered, would give its name 
to some of the successful warriors, just as it was under 
Napoleon the First. 

It is worthy of remark that the Excharge has shown 
itself rather timid since the fall of Sevastopol. The 
public fands have gone down and do not seem dis- 
posed to rise again. So great has been the alarm 
caused by that fact in the high regions, that it has 
been thought necessary by the government to inter- 
fere with private enterprises, and to prevent any néw 
stock being put in the market, This has led people to 
think that s new loan was about to be contracted by 
the government, But this must be an error. Four 
months, atleaet, must elapse before a new loan be- 
comes necessary. 

The Afowiteur has spoken lately upon the Neapol- 
itan affairs It has positively declared that, far from 
entertaining any idea of conquest, the imperial govera- 
ment blamed severely the letter of Murat, recently 
published, and meant to respect the existing state of 
things in htaly. But those who remember that before 
the coup d'etat, Bonaparte swore repeatedly that 
nothing was more remote from his thoughts, wiil not 
give much credence to euch declarations as these. 
Besides, the positive news of a reiaforcement of the 
garrison ai Rome renders more likely the carrying on 
in the direction of Naples of the Muratian plane. 
Again let us wait a little, and see, before we believe.

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EVANGELICAL PREACHING 
GRANADA. 


IN NEW- 


Waits the hope of soon seeing the Gospel free in 
Spain has been disappointed, and in most parte of 
Spanish America but few favorable indications appear, 
encoumging reception has been given to a well quali- 
fied Spanish missionary in the republics of Venezuela 
and New-Granada; and the prospects are such as to 
invita the immediate and liberal attention cf Ameri- 
ean Uhristians to these countries. 

The Rev. Ramon Monsalvatge, who had been em- 
ployed for some years in evangelical labors in differ- 
ent countries, was sent to Venezuela by the American 
Bibls Society, to distribute the Word of God. He 
had been previously appointed to go to Bogota, the 
capital of New Granada, but the unsettled state of 
thst country, in consequence of the Melo revolution, 
led to his embarking for Laguaira, about the begin- 
nirg of the present year. The details of the various 
ecenes through which he passed during the succeeding 
three months, would be highly interesting to the 
reader, aa both in that port and the eapital (Caracas) 
he vas daily in contact with persons of different 
clases, and, while experienciog the strongest opposi- 
tion from most of the-ecclesiastical dignitaries, and 
being excommunicated in all the churches, he was 
proticted and encouraged by some men of influence, 
and aad akind and grateful reception from the people 
genrally.

The Zribune wel- 
comes Mr. M., because Protestant ministers will excite 
the zeal of the Catholic priests, who perform but little 
work, and the people will be better attended, and at 
moderate prices. The editor thea expresses great joy 
at the good order and respectful attention of the 
audignes, as a proof of great advancement in civili- 
zatiqn, as fifty yeare ago a Protestant would not have 
been allowed to preach in Carthagena, and would not 
now io many other places, in consequence of the 
fanaticiem of many of the people.

Dasiky’s ‘ Maxcaugt.”—Every one whobas enjoy ed 
Darley’s Llustrations in outline of Irving’s ‘‘ Kip Van 
Winkle” and the “ Legend of Sleepy Hollow,” must 
be glad to hear that this artist is about to publish a 
series of designs illustrative of “Margaret,” 2 New-Eog- 
laod story with which we presume many of our read- 
ers are acquainted, although its circulation has never 
reached that high-water mark which in these days 
of ‘mammoth editions’ is the supposed criterion of 
popularity. 

Nevertheless there are few American books which 
hold a securer place in the estimation of the best men 
and women. It is an original production, both ia its 
conception and execution, and although if we are to 
criticize it as a work of art we muet say that it is 
somewhat overburdened with detail, which in certain 
portions makes its color spotty, and its drawing con- 
fused, yet there isso much vigor in the treatment, and 





euch a hearty, healthy love of Nature manifested in 
every page, that we forgive the book all its faults, aod 
perhaps do not feel them to be very serious, 

“ Margaret” derives its interest from the portrayal 
of character, from its restoration to modern eyes of the 
inner life cf a by-gone time, and from its moral pur- 
pore, That this last ranked as the chiefeat aim with 
the author, ie evident from the termination of the book, 
where it gains the upper hand and injures the artistic 
character of the work as a whole by the preponderance 
of a myatioal and improbable set of ineidents, in 
which however many grand ideas may be discovered. 
Many portions of ‘Margaret’ have never been eur- 
passed, we think, for delicacy of handling, both in 
the deliasation of character and in the description of 
scenery. We read again and again, and always wiih 
new pleasnre, the mournfully sweet episode of “' Gott- 
fried Brickman and Jane Giradeav,” the story of Mar- 
garet's parents, touched with the tendereet pencil and 
exquisite in its feeling. Nor are Margaret and Chili- 
on, Master Ellsworth the Schoolmaster, Hash and Mis 
tress Wright, with Moll Hart asd her husband, lees 
than actual creations, The story of Margaret and her 
brother Chilion is not inferior in delicacy and purity 
of treatment to “ Paul and Virginia,” and has a spirit- 
nal beauty and eignificance in it which we do not dis- 
cover in thegsery of St. Pierre. In fact, nothing has 
preveated Margaret from becoming a popular book 
in the best sense of that ill used word, but the faults 
we have hinted at, and which musi always prove fa- 
tal to its author's hopes for an extended influence. We 
allude to the tendency he betrays to an excess of am- 
plification and illustration, and to the want of interest in 
the concluding portion of the book. Indeed, the work 
must eventually survive as o “Fragment,” ending 
with the close of the second part—the “ Youth of Mar- 
garet,” beyond which few readers go, but short of 
which we imagine that aa few will be inclined to stop. 
Tho “ Childhood” and “ Youth” are the purest Ameri- 
ean idyls which have thus far been contributed to 
our literature, and must be ranked among our few 
original books,

The prints were, however, ali packed, in 
Liverpool, and ready for immediate shipment on the 
receipt of orders; 80 that purchasers would receive 
them in six weeks after putting down their ramea, or 
paying their money. 

So far, the transaction appeared perfectly fair, and 
we understand that some eight hundred copies of the 
setwere sold on these terms, but the unhappy purche- 
sera found that their engravings did not reach this 
country until four months after the time when they 
were ordered, long enough, in fact, toallow every copy to | 
be struck from the worn-out plates after the order reached | 
Liverpool ! and when, at length, they are received, it ie | 
found, as might have been expected, that the proofe | 
before letters are not bit better than the plain prints, 
although their price is generally double. Moreover, 
the “ proofs” of the present sale cannot stand a com- 
parison with the “ plain prints” of the original sets. 

Doubtless the ingenious originators of this disgrace- | 
fal trick counted on the ignorance and gullibility of | 
the Americans in all matters connected with the fine | 
arte, and we fear, with reason. But we trust that this | 
will not always be the case, and, meanwhile, let us as- | 
sure the men who have been parties to this fraud that | 
we have our eye upon them, and that when onee we | 
get possession of their names, and of further particu- | 
lars, we shall not hesitate to publish them, promptly, | 
for the benefit of everybody concerned. We write 
now on slender information rather than not write at | 
all, because we understand that the laet of these 
trashy impressions are not sold, and by a few | 
timely words we may prevent any further waste of | 
money in that direction.

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THE HOLY SPIRIT. 


Tur Holy Spirit is often spoken of in the Old 
Testament; and probably enlightened the minds of 
men more or less into the typical character of the 
Jewish dispensation. Indeed, we caunot doubt that 
many, through the sacrifices they offered, looked 
forward to the great atoning Sacrifice, and in their 
faith anticipated the coming Messiah and appro- 
priated the blessings of his redemption. He 
taught the prophets, and “ holy men of old spake 
as they were moved by the Holy Ghost ;” and it is 
doubtless true that, as a‘ stiil small voice,’ through 
the conscience and the reason, He has always been 
with men. For we do not understand the promise 
of Christ as implying that the Spirit had not before 
convicted men “ of sin, of righteousness and judg- 


ment to come”—three ideas very common in the 
world—but that, on his return to heaven, the 


penitence in us, stronger faith in the promises, and 
more ardent love for Christ and his kingdom. 
Indeed, if this ba not our experience, the Holy 
Spirit is already grieved. 
We must not for a moment suppose that He 
will work these gracious dispositions in us without 
our codperation. In the faithful use of appropriate 
means, in studying and meditating on God’s word, 
with earnest desires to know and do his will, in 
faithfully discharging our present duty, we shall 
find Him with us, enlightening our minds, gen- 
tly inclining our hearts, and sweetly moving our 
wills, so that we shall in perfect freedom do his will. 
He has not promised to make us infallible; but, 
in the careful use of means, to preserve us from 
serious error, and to establish us more and more 
in truth and holiness. Nor are we to suppose 
that he will teach us any thing contrary to the 
Bible, or more than it contains ; for the Word of 
God is sufficient, “that the man of God may be 
perfect, thoroughly furnished to all good works.” 
We do not mean to affirm that man is not taught 
much by the works and providences of God. He 
is. All nature is a great parable, teaching him of 
the wisdom, the power, and the goodness of God. 
But we mean to say that the Holy Spirit places 
the highest honor on the Word of God, and seems 
to limit his saving influences to such as receive 
the Gospel. This seems to be the great, if not 
the only, medium through which the soul is regen- 
erated, and delivered from the power of sin. We 
do not find the distinctive fruits of the Spirit 
where the Gospel is unknown. They may exist ; 
but certainly they are seldom, if ever, manifested. 
We must, therefore, cling to the Bible; and regard 
all teachings and influences which lessen our con- 
fidence in it and our love for it, as contrary to the 
Holy Spirit, and leading astray from the path of 
peace and safety. God will do no injustice to 
any of his creatures. And surely the Bible was 
not given to us that we might sit in judgment 
upon them ; but that we might Jearn our own duty, 
and do it. The great Scripture rule is, that con- 
demnation shall be according to the light and 
opportunity enjoyed, but neglected and abused. 
This is in peifect harmony with the moral con- 
sciousness and unbiased judgment of mankind. 
It is not our duty to repent of our sins, believe 





Holy Spirit would come in greater fullaess and 
power, making these ideas more distinct and 
influential wherever the Gospel should be known. 
And this is what was actually accomplished, 
especially at the first promulgation of the Gospel, 
but as really ever since. 

Under the new dispensation, His influences have 
been so signally manifested that, not without 
reason, it has been called the dispensation of the 
Spirit—the richest and /ast dispensation of mercy 
to fallen men ; sothat those who reject its provi- 
sions must perish. There is no alteraative.

Publishing Committees of the Tract Society did 


| issue an edition of Mather's Essays to do Go d, 


in which his sentiments on slavery were altered 
xnd cancelled; that while following Burder they 
knew that be had omitted something about slaves, 
for his note informed them of that fact; that with- 
out so much as consulting the original, they 
blindly followed Burder in his omissions, and de- 
liberately dropped out his note advising the read- 
er that Mather had treated of the usage of 
slaves. They, therefore, are responsible for keep- 
ing back from the South, Mather’s calm, noble, 
Christian protest, (“ pro-slavery,” forsooth !) against 
using slaves as brute beasts, or chattels without 
souls, and his demand that they be treated as 
immortal beings, concerning whom their masters 
must give account toGod. The attempt to make 
the wilful ignorance of the Publishing Commit- 
tee an argument in their defense, is a pitch of 
effrontery to which few men could attain. 

It is true also, by the showing of this “ Direc- 
tor,” that the Publishing Committee did not issue 
Gurney’s Love to God till he had modified it to 
suit their low standard on the subject of slavery ; 
and that they did blur the diary of Mary Lun- 
die Duncan, without the consent of her mother. 
These facts, a Director does not, dares not, deny ; 
and no amount of sophistry can cancel them. 

Every essential fact asserted either in the 
Remonstrance of the Fourth church of Hartford, 
or in the Report of the General Association of 
New-York, or in the columns of this journal,

rector, No reader who has the documents at 


hand requires to be told of this. For such as can 
not make the comparison, we may hereafter, at 
our leisure, take up some_of these minor questions 
of detail. But let none lose sight of the real 
issue, 

The Publishing Committee of the Tract 
Society stand arraigned before the Christian pub- 
lic for having forborne to give utterance to the 
sentiment of all evangelical Christians against 
the enormities of the system of slavery and the 
slave trade, and for having weakened or suppressed 
the testimony of good men against those enormi- 
ties. Those ecclesiastical and ministerial bodies, 
and those religious journals that have called atten- 
tion to this policy of the committee, have rendered 
an essential service to the Tract Society, whose 
honor and usefulness are put in jeopardy by that 
policy. The discussion thus inaugurated will go 


if “the South” should withdraw its patronage. 
There are still some parents at the South who 
are wise enough to send their sons to Yale when 
they can afford it, and at the same time liberal 
enough and “national” enough not to be too 
much offended when they find that professors in 
a free State dare to express themselves in opposi- 
tion to slavery. If our hasty count is correct 
—about 12 per cent—are from homes in the 
slaveholding States, 

The “ necessary expenses” of an education in 
Yale College, according to a statement in the 
pamphlet before ua, are from $190 to $280 annu- 
ally. This includes the Treasurer’s bill of $60 
for tuition, room-rent, etc., the cost of boardiug 
in term-time, fuel, use of furniture, ete., aud from 
$8 to $12 for an item entitled, “ taxes in the so- 
cieties, ete.” “Apparel, pocket-money, traveling, 
and board in vacation,” are not included in the 
estimate. Parents should also understand tbat 
what their sons pay for the support of those mis- 
chievous clubs, the secret soeieties, is not included, 
and can not be counted; also, that what it costs 
once a year to “ make night hideous” with “ the 
burial of Euclid”—a profane and disgusting bur- 
leaque of a funeral—is not included under the 
head of necessary expenses ; also, that the thou- 
sands of dollars which the students pay occasion- 
ally for the extravagant and luxurious furnishing 
of a“ Society’s Hall” can not be set down in such 
an estimate. Parents should understand, and 
young men of limited means who desire to edu- 
cate themselves should understand, that the 
“ necessary expenses” at Yale College are mode- 
rate. It is the aggregate of the unnecessary ex- 
penses —the expenses which students foolishly 
impose upon themselves and upon each other— 
which makes a four years’ course in Yale College 
too costly fur many young men who would rejoice 
to profit by those eminent advantages. The same 
difficulty exists in other institutions. Wealthy 
students unthinkingly impose upon their less for- 
tunate class-mates heavy burdens, and grievous 
to be borne. Those unnecessary expenses, made 
necessary by the students themselves notwith- 
standing all that tho college government can do 
to the contrary, are constantly increasing, and are 
threatening to make a liberal education, in spite 
of ail endowments, the exclusive privilege of the 
rich. 


Of the professional schools connected with the 
College, none seems to prosper save the “ Depart- 
ment of Philosophy and the Arts.” In the Theo- 
logical Department, it is encouraging to observe 
that the Junior Class is larger than both the 
others. We are gratified with the announcement

A MINISTER IN THE OLDEN TIME. 


if the “shady side of a country parsonage”’ in 
these days is so very dark, what shall bo said of it 
in the olden time when houses were scarce ly more 
near together than villages are now; and comforts 
not so plenty in the most sumptuous dwellings, as 
luxuries arc now in the most humble. 

We were, not long since, looking over a book of 
statistics concerning early settlements, aud could 
not help contrasting the picture of a pastor in those 
days and a pastor in these ; and could not help 
thinking that then as now, the condition of the 
minister was usually a very good indication of the 
condition of the people around him, and the world- 
ly comfort of the one kept about equal paco with 
the prosperity of the other. 

The valley of tae Connecticut was a long timein 
being appreciated by the governors of the several 
States to which it belonged, and not till 1761 was 
& permanent settlement made as far north as the 
town where Dartmouth College now stands. Itis not 
quite a century since the whole upper valley was an 
unbroken wilderness, incredible as it seems to those 
who now fly through it on the wings of steam, or 
sit so peacefully under their own vine and fig-tree 
with nothing to molest or make them afraid. 

A hundred years ago there was not a charch, or 
school-house, or minister in all these borders, and 
those who bought and sold, and kept records, could 
soarcely spell their names correctly, and knew as 
little of books as the red men whose places they 
had come to fill. One who afterwards became emi- 
nent in the colony, said that when he came there 
at the age of sixteen he could not read or write, and 
commenced his first lessons in penmanship with a 
turkey’s feather upon birch bark, 

Upon the records which includo tho two large 
townships of H and N——, we find that the 
firat town meeting was held in Juno 1768, at which 
it was resolved “that they would unite iu paying @ 
preacher two or three months that fall and winter.” 

In 1765 they ooncladed to sall a pastor, and 
‘Reverend Peter Powers was unanimously elected 
to fill the office,” aad ian February was installed, 
preaching his own installation sermon, as was the 
custom of those days. The goods of the minister 
were transported up the ice by men who volun- 
teered their services for the purpose, and the family 

followed in April. The first meeting-houso was of 
logs, taventy eight feet by twenty Ave, and as the 
Oonnectiout divided one portion of the congrega-

In their house morning and evening devotions 
were as regular as the rising and setting of thesun, 
and all the family were required and accustomed to | 
be present. “One summer evening when the hour 
came and the great Bible was opened, Peter was 
missing, and when the hour for retiring came he 
was still absent All night the parents watched 
anxiously, fearing some evil had befallen him, aud 
when the morning dawned there was no sign of his 
coming. But when the father unbarred the door 
at the usual hour for the family to rise, he saw his 
son approaching with a serious look, but no evidence 
of distress or calamity. It was the family custom 
to administer reproof at the hour of prayer, and 
Peter was not called upon to account for his absence 
till they wero gathered at the family altar, when 
the father, after reading a portion of Scripture, 
looked with a troubled countenance upon his son, 
and said, ‘“‘ Peter, where did you spend the night?” 
The son, embarrassed and stammering, gave no de- 
finite answer, When the question was more sternly 
repeated, ‘ Peter, where did you spend the night?” 
**T spent it in the woods, sir.” 

“In the woods! how did you spend it?” 

“In prayer, sir.” 

The stern father was subdued, and it was some 
time before he could continue his inquiries, but at 
length he said: 

‘My son, what were you praying for during tho 
night ?” 

“That | might go to college.” 

“ What would you go college for, Peter ?"’ 

“ That I might be prepared to preach the Gospel 
to sinners.” 

The tears now trickled down the father’s check, 
and with trembling voice he continued the morn- 
ing prayer. After Peter hati gone out, he said to 
his wife, “‘ Anna, I do not see but we must give up 
the matter and let Poter go to college.” 

So in some way means were provided and Peter 
went to Harvard, where he graduated in 1754. 
For several years he was the only minister for 
seventy or eighty miles up and down the Connecticut, 
and attended funerals and weddings, and preached 
sermons ell along among the settlements upon the 
banks of the river, performing his journeys in a 
canoe, as there was not even a foot-path upon the 
bank. Ashe was gliding down the stream, if he 
saw men felling trees upon the shore, he would call to 
them and say, on such a day and hour, Providence 
permitting, he would preach to them; and the news 
soon spread to the farthest limits of neighboring 
settlements, and when he returned his congregation 
were assemblad, seated upon logs and stumps and 
grassy knolls, to listen to a sermon, which was an 
attraction from its rarity if nothing more. 

The people were almost as sure of the preacher 
as the hour, if he made the appointment, as neither 
floods nor tempests deterred him from entering his 
little canoe and paddling miles up stream. 

Nearly all the learning of those days was con- 
centrated in the ministers, and they were generally 
learned men. It not only devolved on them to at- 
tend to the religious but to the educationai interests 
of the people, and all manner of doctrine, reproof 
and correction was expected at their hands, The 
pastor was revered with peculiar rcverence, and if 
faithful and devoted to good works, scattered seed 
in waste places, and diffused light and knowledge 





where darkness would have reigned forever. 

Whilst the people lived in log houses, the minis- 
ter lived in a log house too, and ate at the same 
frugal board. But in one respect the minister's 
profession is a favored one above all others. His 
title procures him immediate respect, and wealth is 
not necessary to secure him a position or to give 
him acoess to the best society. 

Tradesmen and men of other professions must 
prove by success that they are worthy of esteem, 
and acquire wea)th in order toexert influence. But 
however poverty-stricken the minister may be, it 
does not affect his position or his influence, nor the 
respectability of his family, which is a very bright 
aide to a parsonage or any other domestic establish- 
ment. 

Every position has its peculiar trials which are 
known only to those who experience them. 

The good minister of whom I have been speak- 
ing, hada little vein of humor, and could appre- 
ciate it well in others, 

Io visiting some of his parishioners twenty miles 
from home, hs passed the house of a good deacon, 
who had for hime great esteem, and entertained 
him with the most cordial hospitality. At one time 
hs had been on a parochial tour, and when he 
reached the deacon’s house on his return, it was 
dark and rainy. Hoe knocked and was met by his 
friend, who did not recognize him. On asking for 
shelter he was told that they could not keep him 
and he must go out to the tavern—people had 
stopped there till they bad eaten them out of house 
and home, and ke would keep open house for travel- 
ers no longer. But the gude wife thought she knew 
the voice, and said to her busband, as the stranger 
departed, “He speaks like Mr. Powers. Why 
don’t you ask who heis?” “TI don't care who heis, 
I cannot keep him,” was the reply; but immediately 
stepped forward and asked, ‘‘ Where are you from ¢”

SECOND. 


FROM PRESCOTT’S FORTHCOMING HISTORY. 


_ THe auto de fi— act of faith”—was the most 
imposing, as it was the most awful, of the solem- 
nities authorized by the Roman Catholic Church, 
It was intended, somewhat profanely, as has been 
intimated, to combine the pomp of the Koman 
triumph with the terrors of the day of judgment, 
lt may remind one quite as much of those bloody 
festivals prepared for the entertainment of the 
Ceesars in the Coliseum. The religious import of | 
the auto de sé was intimated by the circumstance | 
of its being celebrated on a Sunday, or some other | 
holiday of tho Onurch. An indulgence fur forty | 
days was granted by bis holiness to all who should |

At six in the moruing all the bells in the capital 
began to toil, and a solemn procession was seen to 
move from the dismal fortress of the Inquisition. 
In the van marched a body of troops, to secure a 
free passage for the procession. Then came the 
condemned, each attended by two familiars of the 
Holy Office, and those who were to suffer at the 
stake by two friars, in addition, exhorting the here- 
tic to abjure his errors. Those admitted to peni- 
tence wore a sable dress; while the unfortunate 
martyr was enveloped in a loose sack of yellow 
cloth,—the san benito,—with his bead surmounted 
by a cap of pasteboard of a conical form, which, to 
gether with the cloak, was embroidered with figures 
of flames and of devils fanning and feeding them; all 
emblematical of the destiny of the heretic’s soul in 
the world to come, as well as of his body in the pres- 
ent. Then came the magistrates of the city, the 
judges of the courts, the ecclesiastical orders, and 
the nobles of the land, on horseback. These were 
followed by the members of the dread tribunal, and 
the fiscal, bearing a standard of crimson damask, 
oa one side of which were displayed the arms of 
the Inquisition, and on the other the insignia of its 
founders, Sixtus the Fifth and Ferdinand the Catho- 


| lic, Next came a numerous train of familiars, well 


mounted, among whom were many of the gentry of 
the province, proud to act as the body-guard of the 
Holy Office. The rear was brought up by an im- 
mense concourse of the common people, stimulated 
on the present occasion, no doubt, by the loyal 
desire to see their new sovereign, as well as by the 
ambition to share in the triumphs of the auto de fe. 
Tne number thus drawn together from the capital 
and the country, far exceeding what was usual on 
such occasions, is estimated by one present at full 


| two hundred thousand. 


As the multitude defiled into the square, the in- 
quisitors took their place on the seats prepared for 
their reception. The condemned were conducted 
to the scaffold, and the royal station was occupied 
by Philip, with the different members of his house- 
hold. At his side sat his sister, the late regent, 
his son, Don Carles, his nephew, Alexander Farnese, 
several foreign ambassadors, and the principal 
grandees and higher ecclesiastics in attendance on 
the court. It was an august assembly of the great- 
est and the proudest inthe land. But the most in- 
ditferent spectator, who had a spark of humanity in 
his bosom, might have turned with feelings of ad- 
miration from this array of worldly power, to the 
poor martyr, who, with no support but what he 
drew from within, was prepared to defy this power, 
and to lay down his life in vindication of the rights 
of conscience. Some there may have been, in that 
large concourse, who shared in these sentiments. 
But their number was small indeed in comparison 
with those who looked on the wretched victim as the 
enemy of God, and his approaching sacrifice as the 
most glorious triamph of the Cross. 

The ceremonies began with a sermon, “ the ser- 
mon of the faith,” by the bishop ef Zamora. The 
subject of it may well be guesed, from the occasion. 
It was no doubt plentifully larded with texts of 
Scripture, and, unless the preacher departed from 
the fashion of the time, with passages from the 
heathen writers, however much out of place they 
may seem in an orthodox discourse. 

W hen the bishop had concluded, the grand inquisi- 
tor administered an oath to the assembled multitude, 
who on their Knees solemuly swore to defend the In- 
quisition, to maintain the purity of the faith, and to 
inform againsi any one who should swerve from it. 
As Philip repeated an oath of similar import, he 
suited the action to the word, aud, rising from his 
seat, drew his sword from its scabbard, as if to 
annouoce himself the determined champion of the 
Holy Office. In the carlier autos of the Moorish and 
Jewish infidels, so humiliating an oath had never 
been exacted from the sovereign. 

After this, the secretary of tho tribunal read 
aloud an iastrument reciting the grounds for the 
conviction of the prisoners, and the respective sen- 
tences pronounced against them. ‘Those who were 
to be admitted to penitence, each, as his sentence 
was proclaimed, knelt down, and, with his hands 
on the missal, solemaly asjured his errors, and was 
absolved by the grand-inquisitor. The obsolution, 
however, was not so entire as to relieve the offender 
from the penalty of his trausgreesions in this world. 
Some were doomed to perpetual imprisonment in 
the cells of the [oquisition, others to lighter pen 
ances. All were doomed to the confiscation of their 
property,—a point of too great moment to the 
welfare of the tribunal cver to be omitted. Besides 
this, in many oases the offender, and, by a glaring 
perversion of jastice, his immediate descendants, 
were rendered forever ineligible to public office of 
any kind, and their names branded with perpetual 
infamy. Thus blighted in fortune and in character, 
they were said, in the soft language of the Inquisi- 
tion, tu be reconciled 

As these uufortunate persons were remanded, 
under a strong guard, te they prisons, all eyes 
were turned on the little coinpauy of martyrs, who, 
clothed in the ignominious garb of the azn benito, 
stood waiting the sentence of their judges,—with 
cords around their neck~, and in their bands across, 
or sometiines an inverted torch, typical of their owo 
specdy dissolution. The interest of the epectators 
was sull further excited, in the present instance, oy 
the fact that several of these victims were not only 
illustrious for their rank, but yet more go for their 
talents and virtues. Iu their haggard fooks, their 
emaciated forms, and tov often, alas! their distorted 
hmbs, it was easy to read the stery of their suffer- 
ings in theie long imprisonment, for sume of them 
bad been confined im the dark cells of the Inquisi 
tion much more thanayear. Yet theircountenances, 
though haggard, far from showing any sign of weak- 
ness or fear, were lighted up with the gluw of holy 
enthusiasm, 48 of men prepared to seal their testi 
mony with their blood, 

W hen that part of the process showing the grounds 
of their conviction had been read, the grand inquisi- 
tor consigned them to the hands of tne corregidor 
of the city, boseeching him to deal with the prison- 
ers in all kindness and mercy; a honeyed, but most 
hypociitical phrase, since no choice was left to the 
Civil magistrate but to execute the terrible sentence 
of the law against heretics, the preparations for 
which had been made by him a week before. 

The whole number of convicts amounted to 
thirty, of whom sixteen were reconciled, and the 
remained relawed to the secular arm,—in other 
words, turned over to the civil magistrates for ex 
ecution, ‘There were few of thoas thus condemned 
who, when brought to the stake, oid not so far 
shrink from the dreadful doom that awaited them 
as to consent to purchase a commutation of it by 
confession before they died; in which case they 
were strangled by the garrote, bofore their bodies 
were thrown into the flames, 

Of the present number there were only two 
whose ccastancy triumphed to the last over tho 
dread of suffering, and who refused to purchiso 
aby mitigation of it by a compromise with con- 
science. Tie names of these martyrs should be 
engrave on the record of history. 

Oae of them was Don Carlos de Seso, a noble 
Florentine, who had stood high in the favor of 
Charles the Fifth, Being united with a lady of 
rank in Castile, ho removed to that country, and 
took up his residence in Walladolid. He had be- 
come a convert to the Lutheran doctrines, which 
he first communicated to bis own family, and after- 
wards showed equal zeal in propagating among the 
people of Valladolid and its neighborhood. In 
short, there was no man to whose untiring ard in- 
trepid labors the cause of the Reformed religion in 
Spain was more indebted. He was, of course, a 
conspicuous mark for the Inquisition, 

During the fifteen months ia which be lay in its 
gloomy celis, cut off from human sympathy and 
support, his constancy remained unshaken. The 
night preceding his execution, when his sentence 
had been announced to him, Do Seso called for 
writing materials, It was thought he designed to 
propitiate his judges by a full confession of his 
errors. But the confession he made was of another 
kind. He insisted on the errors of the Rosaish |

The companion and fellow-sufferer of De Seso 
was Domingo de Roxas, son of the Marquis de Poza, | 
an unhappy noble, who had seen five oi his family, | 
including his eldest son, condemned to various hu- 
miliating penances by the Inquisition for their here- 
tical opinions. This one was now to suffer death. 
De Roxas was a Dominican monk. It is singular 
that this order, from which the ministers of the 
Holy Office were particularly taken, furnished many | 
proselytes to the Reformed religion. De Roxas, as | 
was the usage with ecclesiastics, was allowed to 
retain his eacerdotal habit until his sentence had 
been read, when be was degraded from his ecclesi- 
astical rank, his vestments were stripped off one | 
after another, and the hideous dress of the san | 
benito thrown over him, amid the shouts and deri- | 
sion of the populace, Thus apparelled, he made | 
an attempt to address the spectators around the 
scaffold; but no sooner did he begin to raise his 
voice against the errors and cruelties of Rome, than 
Philip indignantly commanded him to be gagged. 
The gag wasa piece of cleft wood, which forcibly com- 
pressing the tongue, had the additional advantage 
of causing great paia while it silenced the offender. 
Even when he was bound to the stake, the gag, 
though contrary to custom, was suffered to remana | 
in the meuth of De Roxas, as if his enemies dreaded 
the effects of an eloquence that triumphed over the 
anguish of death. 

‘ine place of execution—the quemadero, the 
burning: place, as it was called—was a spot scleeted 
for the purpose without the walls ofthe city. Tnose 
who attended an auto de f* were not, therefore, 
necessarily, as is commonly imagined, spectators 
of the tragic scene that concluded it. The great 
body of the people, and many of higher rank, no 
doubt, followed to tue place of execuuion. Oa this 
occasion, there is reason to think, from the language 
—somewhbat cquivocal, it is true—of Pailip’s biog- 
rapher, that the monarch chose to testify his devo- 
tion to the Loquisition by witnessing in person the 
appaliing close of the drama; while his guards 
mingled with the menials of the Holy Odfice, and 
heaped up the fagots around their victims. 

Such was the cruel exhibition which, under the 
garb of a religious festival, was thought the most 
fitting ceremonial for welcoming the Oatholic mon- 
arch to his dominions! Duriog the whole time of 
its duration in the public square, from six in the 
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morning till two in the afternoon, no symptom of 
impatience was exbibited by the spectators, aud, as 
may well be believed, no siga of sympathy for the 
sufferers. It would be difficult to devise a better 
school for perverting the mora! sense, and deaden- 
ing the sensibilities of a nation.

Not only are 
Our evangelical collections as a whole, notoriously 
doficient in what may be called reform bymns, tem- 
perance hymns, hymns of liberty, hymns for the op- 
pressed, but in many of the most prominent collec- 
tions, the original strength of Watts en these topics 
is either tamed down, or the stanzas omitted which 
speak explicitly of temperance or slavery. No man 
who desires to present to the Christian public 
hymns which shall express with any degree of full- 
ness the desires of his heart for the cause of tem- 
perance and of liberty, but must find sorrowfully 
that Unitarian and Universalist hymn-books are 
the repository of such hymns, and that they must 
be sought there. They are not Unitarian, but the 
hymns often of most evangelical men, excluded 
from evangelical collections, and finding shelter in 
Unitarian collections. And it is indeed a shame 
that the Evangelical Church should be obliged to 
borrow her own sons from the ranks of her adver- 
saries! The hymn-books of Unitarians and Univer- 
salists, in this respect, stand in honorable contrast 
with evangelical hymn-books, with only one or two 
exceptions, and these exceptions are made by the 
use of materials borrowed from these sources. 

We should scarcely expect the older collections 
of evangelical hymns to have abounded with tem- 
perance or anti slavery hymns, before these modern 
reforms began; but we had a right to expect them 
in later collections. But in fact the older collections 
are far before the later. There seems to have been 
a studied exclusion from modern collections of 
| clear-spoken, affirmative temperance hymns, and of 

Coristian-voiced anti-slavery hymns. And we do 
| not wish to have it disguised that there is not, with- 

in our knowledge, an evangelical collection of 
‘hymns, where hymns of charity, of the education 
| of the poor, of temperance, of freedom, personal 
;and national, have been so diligently sought and 
| combined as in the Plymouth Collection.

And the charge of the Hoangelist, 
that we have sacrificed hymns of piety for the ad- 
mission of hymns from heteredox sources, is so ut- 
terly and willfully incorrect, that if it had been made 
by an ungodly and secular man, the world would 
have called it a slanderous falsehood. But as it ia 
made by a Obristian man, in a religious paper, after 
a “somewhat careful examination” of Plymouth 
Collection, we shall regard it as one of those scrip- 
tural cases, where men have “given them a spirit 
of slumber, eyes that they should not see, and ears 
that they should not hear, unto this day.”
